Notes from J. B, Wampter. 

The Rosedale Brethren Church 
edifice is located in Taylor town- 
ship, Cambria county. Pa., three 
miles from tbe Johnstown, and 
two and one half miles from the 
East Conemaugh meeting houses. 
These three church edifices are 
owned and wholly controlled by 
the Brethren church. ' The Ben- 
sboff and the Ueadric (the latter 
a union house,) are also located 
in the Johnstown district and 
are about one and one half miles 
from the Rosedale house. The 
Brethren hold ajoint i.tterest in 
the two last named houses of 
worship. The Rosedale house 
is a wooden structure; in size 
thirty by fifty feet, exe'euted in 
modern but modest style, and 
workmanlike manner, well rep- 
resenting our holy religion, out- 
wardly modest and unassuming, 
and inwardly modest and bean- 
tiful. The seating capacity is 
well arranged. Instead of pews 
chairs are placed on the eidea of 
the stand ; the aisles, pulpit and 
audience room is well carpeted. 
The house is also well furnished 
with lamps and a clock that by 
each tick indicates that time is 
rapidly passing away. The en- 
tire cost will reach near fourteen 
hundred dollars. Tbe first day 
of the second mouth was appoint- 
ed for tbe dedicating of the 
Rosedale Brethren church edifice. 
When the time arrived the toll- 
ing of the bell was heard iu 
Rosedale and vicinity calling the 
people together tor worship and 
to hear the dedicatory sermon 
which was delivered by our 
worthy aud much esteemed Elder 
Wesley A. Adams, from the 
text, Genesis 28 : 17. I will no- 
tice a few of the leading points 
deduced from the text. 

1st The place waa a dread- 
ful place because it waa the housa 
of God and tbe gate of heaven. 
It waa dreadful on account of its 
sao redness, and on account of 
the experience that Jacob real- 
ized, and on account of the things 
he saw and heard, and on account 
of God revealing himself. 

2nd. The om of the house of 
God. A place where the people 
of God meat for solemn worship, 


where God sends his spirit into 
tbe hearts of his worshippers; 
a place where vows are made ; a 
place where prayers are sent 
forth and blessings received i a 
place where sick are healed and 
the weak stre igthened ; a place 
where sinners are converted and 
Christian characters are formed; 
a place tor Sabbath school, sing- 
ing and prayer service, * 

These are some of the leading 
points that were impressed npon 
the mind and hearts of the large 
and much interested congrega- 
tion. A few interesting meetings 
were held in connection with the 
dedicatory services, aud an ar- 
rangement efiected to hold a se- 
ries of meetings in the near fu- 
ture. 

On Fab. 21st the writer was 
permitted to meet with the con- 
gregation at Rosedale iu their 
new church building tor the 
first time. Meeting continued 
until the evening of the 8th ol 
March. On account of other 
appointments the meeting closed 
hut .with a full bouse and good 
interest. As an immediate re- 
sult five were added to the nuru 
ber of disciples, while others, we 
have reason to believe, were near 
the kingdom. 

The membership in the Johns- 
town congregation are alive to 
their duties and they show very 
clearly that they believe in ex- 
perimental and practical relig- 
ion. The congregation has at 
this time six places where regu- 
lar meetings are held. Five 
minister* , six deacons, with over 
two hundred members, consti- 
tutes the Brethren church in the 
Johnstown district, in which are 
held three Sabbath schools ; two 
of them are "evergreen" schools. 
During my stay at Rosedale I 
waa called upon to assist tbe 
Brethren in the Conemaugh 
district in holding a choice for 
ministers and deacons. The 
choice resulted in the calling of 
brethren Joseph Reighard and 
Paul Strayer, to the ministry. 
Tbe former was ordained ; the 
latter was not present and has 
declined to be ordained at pree 
ent. Hope be may well consid- 
er the call and submit to ordina- 
tion in the near future. Breth- 
ren Solomon Strayer, David 
Burkbart aud Abraham Beyers 
were called and ordained as dea 
cons. My prayer to God is that 
hia choice blessings may rest 
npon them so that they may be 
efficient workers in tbe vineyard 
of the Lord. 

Bro. Samuel Shaefler, one of 
the ministering brethren of the 
Conemaugh congregation was 
ordained as the others above 
named, by prayer and the laying 
on of hands, according to apos- 
tolic precedence. 

During the meetings at Rose- 
dale the following brethren, El- 
ders Solomon Bensboff, David 
Beyers, Stephen Hildebrand and 
Samuel Shaeffer, trom the Cone- 
maugh congregation, were pres- 
ent, aa also Elders Benjamin 
Goughenonr, (who does most of 
the preaching at Rosedale at 
present,) Daniel Crofford and R. 
Z. Baplogle, Tbe latter preached 
a very acceptable sermon from 
the language, "What think ye of 
Christ." All took an active 
part in the services. Brethren 
M, W. Keim aud Snook, as also 
some of the sisters residing in 
J ohnstown, of whom I can name 
as partners in life of Brethren 
Daniel and William Crofford, at- 
tended the meetings, coming a 
distance of three miles afoot. 


This ia an evidence that tbey ail 
felt a deep interest in the Mas- 
ter's cause. 

During the meeting I waa call- 
ed to witness the interment of 
a dear little son of brother and 
sister Strayer, and to assist in 
the funeral services. Tbe occa- 
sion was a very solemn one. 
Hope God may sanctity it to the 
good ot all who were present on 
the occasion. 

To the brethren and sisters 
whose hospitality I was permit- 
ted to share while with you, and 
especially to brother Benjamin 
Benehoff aud family, where I 
had my home, aud for their kind- 
ness iu conveying me trom place 
to place, I tender my sincere 
thanks. May the rich blessings 
of Cod attend you all through 
life, and eventually save us all is 
my prayer, J. B. W ami-leh.
